My dear Brother Kirby: 

Here is your check for $150,00, which we take pleasure in forwarding 
you. It was a pleasure and privilege to have been associated with you during 
the three days of your presence in Pocatello* I was disappointed in the size 
of some of the crowds, but know some se8ds were planted which will bear fruit. 

Do what you can to prevent division Within the forces of liberalism, 
won't you. I wished very much that I might have the opportunity to counsel 
with you, prior to your coraingj but when you were here, it was difficult* except 
for the hour we had walking and. talking in the parsonage. And at this time, I 
did not see the way clear to ask about something I find difficulty in under¬ 
standing, especially in view of certain things, 

I wanted to ask you why there was no action protesting my removal from 
the church in Los Angeles, on the part of the liberal brethren, and how it is to 
be explained contrary to the thesis I see presented in The Christian Century 
recently by Doctor Harry Ward; that the liberals "do nothing" about actual, con¬ 
crete situations. Maybe I am not worth the trouble of being informed or having 
you take your time to set me straight, but if you would, I would appreciate a 
real reply in detail to my problem. This problem is to see anything, in the 
specific action of many liberals in actual, concrete situations, which is different 
from Ward's contention, especially as evidenced by my experience in Los Angeles, 

And, if you were minded to write me a letter about this, I ought to 
say that everything in the Los Angeles churoh was doing exceedingly well, with 
60 new members received, with a $1,300 note at a bank having been paid off, in 
addition to raising $2,000 more for tbe budget than the former years, and with 
increased attendance, and other evidences of healthy development, ' A hen the 
Better America Pederation group (evidenced by the contributions of some of their 
members to the church when I left, although they were not even Methodists — for 
the church was in a bad way financially as a result of my leaving, and is not 
now in good prospect of surviving at all) with other reactionaries got together 
and brought pressure on my laymen and the district superintendent, and they in 
turn on the bishop, and the result was that I could not even get the bishop 
to meet with my board, or the district superintendent, at 1 .ch time the 
actual situation might be aired, and definite complaints made (and andwered, 
which would have been so easy, so exceedingly and obviously readily answered). 

You know what was done. How is it to be explained? Is it one more proof of 
the theory generally underlying Ward's contentions? I never heard so much 
"rationalization" in my life as I have heard in justification of my leaving: for 
example that my influence up here is greater than it could have been if I had re¬ 
mained in Los Angeles. What is your candid opinion?

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Nation Is Poor, 
Cameron Says 

Shows that the People 
Control Wealth 


Seventy-two per cent of Ameri- 
ca's wealth is controlled by aver¬ 
age citizens in their ordinary indi¬ 
vidual holdings and they share also 
in ownership of a far greater per¬ 
centage, William J. Cameron, of the 
Ford Motor Co., asserted Sunday 
evening in a radio talk during the 
Ford Hour. 

Mr. Cameron characterized as 
"mischievous" the systematic re¬ 
iteration by demagogic politicians 
that a few rich Americans own 
most of the Ration's wealth. He 
offered substantial refutation. 

Speaking in the wake of Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt’s joint radio mes¬ 
sage to Congress and the American 
people in which the President bit¬ 
terly assailed the influence of the 
successful, Mr* Cameron cited 
striking facts in contradiction. 

Calls for Greater Production 

"The immediate, pressing job is 
to create and produce more wealth 
and make it more easily accessible 
for all,” he asserted, "Rich as the 
Country is, it is yet too poor to 
permit every American family the 
standard of life we cherish." 

Mr. Cameron asked and an¬ 
swered the question, "Who Owns 
the United States?" He said: 

"Recently we described as mis¬ 
chievous the assertion that the rich 
two per cent of the people own SO 
to 90 per cent of the Nation’s 
wealth. Forced upon popular 
credulity by systematic repetition, 
it is time it were challenged 

"Who owns the United States? 
Who owns the homes and farms 
and personal property, the stores 
and factories, the money stock and 
the debts of the United States? Use 
1929 or 1933 statistics, it doesn't 
matter. There are the same num¬ 
ber of homes and farms and pro¬ 
ductive facilities and the people, 
the same amount of land, whether 
the national wealth is 400 billions, 
the estimate for 1929, or 320 bil¬ 
lions, the estimate for 1933. Who 
gets the income of the United 
States? Who controls the produc¬ 
tive and distributive process? To¬ 
night we can deal only with own¬ 
ership. 

Homes Are Greatest Wealth 

"Tn 1929 the latest single block 
of wealth, 22 per cent of the whole 
was dwellings, the homes of the 
people, valued at $102,000,000,000* 
Who owns them? Next in volume 
of wealth were the farms at 
$58,000,000,000, or 12 per cent of the 
whole. Who owns those farms? 

Next comes personal property_ 

clothing, household furnishings 
jewelry, automobiles—amounting to 
$49,500,000,000, or 11^ per cent of 
the National wealth. All of us rec¬ 
ognize that ownership of these is 
almost entirely with individuals* 

Of the 2.5,000,000 houses and lots 
in this Country, 17,000,000 arc 
owned by their occupants, most of 
the others are the small invest¬ 
ments of the same individuals. In 
cities, 70 per cent of this property 
Is free of mortgage, and banks 
hold only one-fifth of such mort¬ 
gages as exist. Of the 6,000,000 
farms, 3,500,000 are owned by the 
men who operate them, and 600,000 
of these owners rented additional 
land* Almost two-thirds of our 
crop land Is owned by the farmers 
who harvest ft 


by personal observation in your 
own street, or town cr countryside. 
But it doesn't really change any¬ 
thing* 

"The wealth of the Country is 
not owned by a handful of people, 
but that does not solve our diffi¬ 
culty. It only brings us point blank 
against the fact that, divided 
rightly or divided wrongly, there is 
not enough wealth anyway—-not 
enough, under any division, to per¬ 
mit every American family the 
standard of life we cherish* 

"Hlch as our Country is, and no 
nation is richer, it is yet too poor- 
even in its prosperity it is too poor 
—to realize our common ideal of an 
opportunity and cultural margin 
for all. Reduce all the wealth to 
an exact equality, and even then 
our economic supply does not any¬ 
where near equal our economic re¬ 
quirement. That is a bitter pill to 
National pride, but it is a tonic 
medicine if we will receive it Our 
immediate pressing job is to create 
more and produce more and render 
it easily accessible; create so much 
more that the very pressure and 
overflow of production will force 
adequate distribution."

Dear Kirby: 

In my conversations with you and Mr. Ray Newton relative to the 
possibility of my giving from one to three years to the 
Emergency 'Peace Campaign, I suggested to you that my present 
inclination is toward 'staying on in the church. That inclination 
has not been changed,- it has been deepened,- although I have 
definitely tried to get the relevant facts clearj&ag' settled in 
mind before coming to a conclusion. I very much appreciate your 
patience in allowing me so much time to arrive at a more or less 
definite conviction and I thank you for that. T^e challenge of 
the Emergency Peace Campaign is certainly a commanding and 
significant one and I feel grateful to you for offering me this 
opoortunity to throw myself into this cause. 

There is an active and effective peace worker. Rev. H. Stone 
Hull, who left his pastorate in the Azusa Christian Church 
more than a year ago and who is now selling peace bonds with 
Mr. Guy Talbot under the National Council for Peevention of 
War. I wholeheartedly recommend him as the man best qualified 
and also available to take the position offered me. He was 
graduated from California Christian C 0 llege (now Chapman C 0 llege) 
in Les Angeles in 1923. Prom 1923 to 1925 he took po/st 
graduate work at Union Theological Seminary and Columbia U n iversity. 
Prom 1927- 31 he sold educational textbooks in the Philippine 
Islands. Thence the Azusa Christian Church, California. 

Mr. Hull is trained in business as well as in theology and Christian 
educational procedure and the peace movement. He base* his absolute 
war resistance on religion. X underst and t hat he is popular with 
young people. Mr. Afcthur Casady who worked with him at young 
people's conferences indicates that he would do well on the 
campus. Several months ago Mr. H u ll spoke before our young people, 
very acceptably. In addition to being a good speaker, and 
devotedly committed to the peace movement not naively but with 
a clear understadning of the need for social justice, Mr. H„ll 
so I understand is a first rate organizer. I believe M r . Talbot 
would be willing to release him from his present work in the Peace 
Bond Campaign to go to the colleges and collaborate with M*.. 

Arthur Casady in the Emergency P e ace Campaigg. 

I wish to make it clear that it is simply fort he next few months 
that I definitely cannot leave the church and give full time to the 
peace movement. If the emergency internationally takes on more 
threatening proportions at the end of the year, I should litte to 
reconsider this opportunity sog onerously offered me. In any case I 
will work as devotedly with as much time and energy fort he movement 
to prevent war in the spirit of the F 0 R as I can possibly spare 
from m® church task. It is a constant inspiration to me to see the 
dedication in action that nas uiarxed your ixxe ever since I have

These excellent pamphlets offer material 
for study and discussion groups. Each of 
the problems indicated by the* *titles is sur¬ 
veyed comprehensively yet most concisely, 
with frequent reference to author ties. 
The most searching questions are raised in 
a challenging and realistic way. 

The pamphlet on war makes clear the 
threat so onrnous today, challenges the 
reader to a personal decision and reveals 
the forces which oppose pacifist influence 
and action. The second part asks and 
briefly answers forty-one questions which 
often come up when war and peace are 
under discussion. 

The pamphlet on Capitalism and Its 
Rivals analyzes the competing economic 
philosophies, individualism, new deahsm, 
fascism, communism, and the united 
front, and finally discusses the grounds on 
which we can hope for pacific and orderly 
change. This is the most important con¬ 
tribution made by the authors, valuable 
though the earlier analysis is as an intro¬ 
duction to put into the hands of members 
of a discussion group. 

The program Messrs. Eddy and Page 
offer as a better way than violent and revo¬ 
lutionary steps is summarized as follows: 
“Educate, evangelize, organize, until a 
majority of the people desire to transform 
competitive capitalism into a cooperative 
commonwealth and until they have forged 
instruments with which to make their de¬ 
sire effective. This necessitates a triple 
organization of workers in unions, con¬ 
sumers in cooperative societies, and voters 
in a political party committed to this 
purpose.” Advocacy of a program of 
■ socialization of industry, banking, power, 
transportation and communication, ad¬ 
vancing within a generation toward equal¬ 
ization of economic privilege, is preferable, 
Eddy and Page believe, to a reliance on 
armed seizure of power. For one thing, it 
is more likely to succeed in this country. 
It involves less destruction of human 
values; and its means are more consistent 
with the ends sought. 

Eddy and Page watch developments, 
follow the literature of social philosophy 
emanating from many quarters, and main¬ 
tain personal contact with leaders in many 
fields of endeavor. They are peculiarly 
qualified to prepare such book n ets and 
they are rendering invaluable service in 
a sacrificial spirit.

This surely wdl be for years to come a 
model hymn and service book for the 
junior church and Sunday school. In 
selection of ,materials, arrangement, for¬ 
mat, and in the philosophy of worship 
underlying the editorial work of Miss 
Ruth E. Bailey, Rev. Vincent.B. Silliman, 
Miss Gertrude Taft, and Miss Katharine 
I. Yerrinton, there is a distinction worthy 
of the great importance of the enterprise. 
The soundest modern thought about chil¬ 
dren’s expression of religion is represented 
in all features of the book, and at the same 
time there is an organic bond between the 
elements of worship : n th : s book and the 
inheritance of liberal Christianity. 

Very competent specialists in liturgi- 
ology and hymnology have given their 
counsel, and a number of people thoroughly 
familiar with the needs to be met have co¬ 
operated in producing the most satisfying 
book for children’s use in worship 

There are interesting experiments in 
the selection of words for hymnology, and 
only time will tell how far these are suc¬ 
cessful. But at every point the editors 
have had in mind what children really can 
use to their spiritual profit. 

This book will be widely welcome. We 
hope effort will be made to bring it to the 
attention of churches beyond the bounda¬ 
ries of the denomination which has pro¬ 
duced it.

Dramatics in the Church School 
Ventures in Dramatics. By Hulda 

Niebuhr. (Scribners. $1.75.) 

Miss Niebuhr has felt the need of 
dramatic material suited to church school 
pupils from ten to fifteen years old. They 
have outgrown the play-motivated dramat¬ 
ics of the juniors and are not yet ready for 
the more elaborate plays prepared for 
“young people.” Pupils of this age “want 
to express themselves adequately to a 
listening group, and the activities which will 
appeal to them are those wh ; ch are mean¬ 
ingful to themselves and their comrades. 
Miss Niebuhr’s introduction shows that 
she has a penetrating understanding of 
young adolescents and senses both the 
possibilities and the risks of drama as a 
means of religious educatoin. 

One play is based on the ideas in the 
famous “Re-thinking Missions” report, the 
scene set in Nigeria. This arose naturally 
as a young native African who had been 
studying in this country announced that 
he had to return home. The school which 
had welcomed him as a teacher planned the 
play as a surprise for him. Another utilizes 
an incident in David’s life. Another 
fitted into a Palm Sunday service, the 


next expressed children's questions at 
Thanksgiving time about good and evil. 
The parable of the talents, the life of 
Livingstone, race segregation in the 
schools, and the building of the Temple 
provide ttiemes for other plays and play¬ 
lets. Only a selection has been mentioned 
from the list of nineteen. 

Miss Neibuhr explains how each play 
developed out of a situation, what prob¬ 
lems arose as it was planned and produced. 
There are not many detailed suggestions, 
the production problems being different 
from school to school. 

Boys and girls will feel that plays like 
these deal with the realities, not with a 
life that is remote and religious in only a 
conventional sense of the word. 

Doubtless the success of these plays de¬ 
pended in the first instance upon the 
skilled leadership and the sane approach 
contributed by ( Miss Niebuhr. *

The Messenger of the Woodsville church 
tells us of the young people’s program and 
the minister’s sermon topics for Loyalty 
Month, and also this: “Any parents who 
can, and do not, attend church next Sun¬ 
day, should be severely censured by their 
children.” 

We quote from the Nashua bulletin what 
Mr. Blair has to say to his people: “Let’s 
be different. Pick out the good points in 
the church and talk about them whenever 
you get a chance, and, like Napoleon, if 
you do not see an opportunity, make one. 
The best advertising for a firm in business is 
the talk of its satisfied customers. Talk 
your church up! When you are inclined 
to find fault, just be different. Change 
your tactics, face about. It is perfectly 
all right to point out errors, to offer sug¬ 
gestions, to criticize constructively; but 
all this is different from fault-finding. 
Criticize to help, not to hinder! Let the 
spirit of Christ Jesus govern even here. 
He came not to destroy, but to save, to 
complete, to make perfect.”

My dear Kirby! 


Many thanks for your good letter. I am delighted 
at the generous subscription -which is in prospect from Mrs. 

Elmhurst, and that Lansbury is coming to this country. 

I have just been to Dr. G&dthwait again in Boston, 
and am on the whole encouraged as to the general state of my 
health. I would gather from him that I am almost well. -I am 
now speaking two or three times a day, six days a week. 

Sam is ready at a moment's notice to take his full 
share, or all of the work. He is doing grand work. The 
Presbyterian Board would not decline to send him out, but advised 
him not to go into that troubled situation where he would probably 
be expelled. He has decided to remain with me, speaking through 
the colleges six or seven months of the year, and the remainder of 
the time opening up one or two centers, one in the industrial 
south and the other in the worst agricultural section among the 
share croppers of Arkansas, with a fellow worker or workers in 
each, for which be would raise money - a kind of fellowship. 

He realizes that this will probably mean jail or attempted lynching, 
or the cross in some form. 

It now seems altogether probable that I will sail 
with the group and see them through England, remaining in Canterbury 
to write, for the summer, spending three hours a day out of doors 
and finishing my book. Ray Sweetman will be the manager, assisted 
by Fred Bolman, who will take the picture in Russia. There will 
be two categories - the class for comfort, costing $900, that for 
economy $600, while one could simply do Germany and Russia alone 
for $450 round trip from New York. 

Keep me in touch with developing no-war plans. 

Sam will go with me, and is very eager that he and 
MacNeil Potepe should be assigned to the south. I am willing, 
but not altogether certain the south is the best field. 

From several quarters I hear complaints of the 
seeming "bitterness" of your attacks upon Harry Ward, which some 
think are unfair. I am sure there is no bitterness on your 
part, however.

I am sorry that we are both so busy and seem to be out when the 


other is in. Jess or Mary will give you my schedule. I have yours of 
February 10th and rejoice that the Emergency Peace Campaign is going so 
well, especially over Mrs. Roosevelt's and other acceptances. 


The campaign appeals to me powerfully. I can throw myself into 


it heart and soul, but I cannot go to the Pacific Coast. It is the one 
place where I have spoken down the whole Coast, giving the anti-war message, 
as I did to 3,Q00or 4,000 at a great mass meeting in Portland. I spoke in 
Seattle, Tacoma, Portland, and the colleges of the Coast down to San Francisco. 


I have strong reasons for preferring the South. I would love to tour 


the South for a month with McNeill Poteat and Sam. Sam and I are going to open 
up a work in the industrial South, perhaps in North Carolina, that would in¬ 
volve a people's church, a center or fellowship or settlement; and also in 
the rural South, such as Arkansas, where Howard Kessler was recently threatened 
with lynching. This means more to us than I can tell you, without a long inter¬ 
view. It would save us a month of time if vie could tour the South from 
mid-April to mid-May. To me the South is the most important part of the entire 
country; it is the section most threatened with fascism and communism, and is 
in desperate need in agriculture and industry and on the race problem. Sam has 
his heart set in the South as the alternative to Japan. We would both like to 
offer ourselves for a month of service in the South. 

We are just going to the Middle West, under Harold Colvin, to Kansas 
and Colorado, and could not well go right back there a few weeks later. I had 
to omit the entire South where I was scheduled owing to my breakdown. Every 
reason points to the South. I positively cannot go to the Coast. You will 
certainly find someone for that section. We must get together when we can. 

The work is going well. I am speaking two or three times a day, sis days 
a week, with or without Sam, with hard travel day and night, and am growing 
steadily better.

A BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE ACTIVITIES OF THE EMERGENCY PEACE CAMPAIGN 
(For the information of Council members prior to the meeting to be held at 2:15 
on February 18, at 1515 Cherry Street, Philadelphia* Any point in this report, 
or in connection with unreported activities, may be brought before the Council 
for clarification or discussion*) 

The Executive Committee held all-day meetings on January 8, 15, 23 and 28* Minutes 
of the meetings are on file in the office which has been procured through generous 
cooperation with the management of The Commonwealth Building* The address will 
continue to be 20 South 12th Street* 

CAMPAIGN; After much discussion it was decided to call the movement "The Emergency 
Peace Campaign*" The assumption is that the Campaign will come to an 
end at the close of two years unless near the end of that time it seems best to 
continue it or to create some other form of cooperation. 

PERSONNEL: In accordance with the policies determined at the meeting of the Council 
on January 4, the Executive Committee and appointed sub-committees have 
endeavored to organize the working nucleus of the Campaign. To date this is as 
follows: 

Temporary Chairman, W 0 Mendenhall — Executive Director, Ray Newton 
Information Service, Devere Allen and Committee, with sub-Committee on Literature 
Legislation, Dorothy Detzer and Committee 
Labor, Tucker P. Smith and Committee 

Press Publicity, Joseph V- Baker, Donald Messenger and Edward L. Wertheim 
Finance, John 5* C- Harvey and Ray Newton 

Community Activities, Mildred Scott Olmsted, tentatively accepted 
Speakers’ Bureau, Kirby Page, Chairman; Fred Atkins Moore, Executive Secretary 
Churches, Synagogues and other Religious Groups, Allan K Chalmers, Chairman; 
Harold E Fey, Executive Secretary 

James P Mullin has joined the staff as assistant to the Executive Director. Philip 
Jacob is assisting in enrolling youth for field work. Henry P Crane has been asked 
to become the permanent Chairman and is now considering such a connection. Patrick 
Murphy Malin, Wellington Tinker, Richard H Hill and J Henry Scattergood have been 
asked to become Directors but final decisions have not yet been received. Charles 
F Boss Jr is considering joining the national staff to work in the church department. 
Claud Nelson will work part-time for the Campaign in the south and Lester Hankins 
is considering similar work in New England on a full time basis. Every effort is 
now being bent to find the right person to take charge of the work of Youth in the 
Field* 

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE: At present the Executive Committee is composed of Devere

COUNCIL: In addition to the members of the Ixocutive Committee, the Council is 

composed of Norman Thomas, John Haynes Holmes, Hannah Clothier Hull, 

Monroe Sweetland, Addie Ws Dickerson, Merle N English, Dorothy Fosdick and Sidney 
E Goldstein. Those invited to serve but not yet heard from are Mary Fox, Theresa 
Mayer Durlach, Molly Yard, Robert Newman, Tom Curry, Frank Wilson, C C Spalding, 
and Harold Donnelly. Other names are under consideration. 
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SPONSORS: A. list of nationally known men and women is being compiled as a sponsor 
list for the series of meetings to be held during the month following 
Easter. All sponsors will be familiar with the three-fold aim of the Campaign, but 
the particular interest of each individual will not necessarily need to be in all 
three aims, thus making it possible to have a sponsor list representing all points 
of view. \ 

FINANCES: Since the meeting of the Council, no time has been devoted to raising s 

money for the Campaign. Tb© Executive Committee decided to adopt a 
budget of $200,000*00 with which to launch the Campaign, wj.th the understanding that 
activities would be enlarged and increased as the financial situation warranted.

LABOR: Tucker P Smith is setting up an organization of labor, by labor and for 

labor, which will be largely autonomous. It is hoped that when the Campaign 
is over there will be established within labor itself a group willing and able to 
carry on aggressive work for peace. The liason between the Labor Department and the 
Emergency Peace Campaign will be through an interchange of several members of the 
Executive Committee of each* 

UNIFORMS: It was decided not to use uniforms in the Campaign* The matter of an 

insignia was discussed but no decision was reached. 

REGIONAL ACTIVITIES: Visits have been made by staff members to the Pacific Coast, 

New England, Atlanta, and North Carolina in the interests of 
forwarding the Campaign in those areas. While it is not clear just what form the 
regional development will take, the Executive Committee now feels that it would be 
well to avoid elaborate regional organizations# 

ENROLLMENT: It was decided to try to enroll as many of the pacifists in the country 
as possible, this to be done through the meetings, work of youth in the 
field, the press and other channels* The names will be classified into categories 
designated by the varying degrees of pacifism, denominations, occupations, willing¬ 
ness to work actively for peace, etc* 

COOPERATION WITH THE BRETHREN: The Board of Education of the Church of the Brethren 

has been asked to give Dan West to the Emergency 
Peace Campaign for full time work, his salary to be paid by the Board and his 
expenses by the Campaign* The Board is considering asking Manchester College to 
release Dr Andrew W Cordier for one year under the same arrangement. In addition, 
the Board is looking forward to making it possible for a number of its young people 
to serve in connection with the Youth in the Field program, and lay members of the 
Church to work with the Campaign in various capacities. It is this type of coopera¬ 
tion which it is hoped will be worked out between the Campaign and similar denomina¬ 
tional and peace groups*

LAUNCH EMERGENCY PEACE CAMPAIGN 


Philadelphia, Penna., March let -- Calling upon the people of the United States to make 
a sacrifice for peace now to prevent war and its more costly sacrifices later, a group 
of prominent peace and religious leaders of the nation will launch on April 21st an 
Emergency Peace Campaign which during the next two years will attempt to mobilize the 
peace sentiment of the nation into a force powerful enough to resist and relieve con¬ 
ditions which, it is felt, are sweeping the United States and the world into war and 
subsequent chaos. 

The announcement of the Campaign was made yesterday by Ray Newton, Secretary 
of the Peace Section of the American Friends Service Committee, who is the Executive 
Director, from the headquarters at 20 South Twelfth Street, Philadelphia. Initiated by 
the American Friends Service _ Committee, which will serve as treasurer of the movement, 
the Campaign will have the cooperation of leaders from peace organizations, religious 
bodies of all faiths, trade unions and labor groups, liberal organizations, student and 
youth groups, Negro groups and other agencies interested in keeping the United States 
out of war and in improving the present serious international situation. It is headed 
by Dr. W. 0. Mendenhall, president of Whittier College, California, who is the chairman. 

The program is the most ambitious ever attempted by the peace movement in the 
United States. It has grown out of the conviction of outstanding national leaders that 
the time has come for men and women to consecrate themselves to the cause of peace as 
the outstanding responsibility of this generation. The Campaign is asking volunteer 
service from ministers, college presidents, professors and teachers, peace leaders, labor 
leaders, young people and others. 

The Rt. Honorable George Lansbury, M.P., prominent British Laborite, is coming 
to the United States to speak for the Campaign in twenty cities from April 1st to May 18th, 
In addition to Mr. Lansbury, many of the nation's foremost peace and church leaders have 
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agreed to serve as members of the speaking teams which will tour the country this 
spring, in the fall and again the following winter. These include Harry Emerson Fosdick; 
President Frank P. Graham of the University of North Carolina} Bishop E. L. Parsons of 
San Francisco; Rabbi Edward L. Israel of Baltimore, Maryland} Mordecai Johnson, president 
of Howard University} Dorothy Detzer; Norman Thomas; Bishop Paul B. Kern of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church in Greensboro, North Carolina; Ernest F. Tittle, pastor of the First 
Methodist Episcopal Church of Evanston, Illinois; Allan Knight Chalmers, minister Broad¬ 
way Tabernacle Church, New fork; Rabbi Philip S. Bernstein of Rochester; Robbins Wolcott 
Barstow, President of the Hartford Seminary Foundation; E. R. Bo?/en, General Secretary 
of the Cooperative League of America; Albert Buckner Coe; Jerome Davis, School of Relig¬ 
ion, Yale University; Dr. John W. Day, Dean of Grace Cathedral, Topeka, Kansas; Paul H. 
Douglas, Professor of Economics at the University of Chicago; W. E. B. DuBois of Atlanta 
University; Sherwood Eddy, world traveler and lecturer; Clark M. Eichelberger, National

The Emergency Peace Campaign will be launched on April 21st with a nation-wide 
radio program over the N B C network from 10 to 10:30 P. M., on which Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and Mr. Lansbury will speak. A peace rally at Carnegie Hall in New York City 
on the evening of April 22nd will be the opening meeting of the Campaign. 

The Campaign’s purpose, as explained by Mr. Newton, and stated in its litera¬ 
ture, is "to keep the United States from going to war and to achieve world peace by 
1) Strengthening pacific alternatives to armed conflict; 2) Bringing about such political 
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and economic changes as are essential to a just and peaceable world order; and 3) Re¬ 
cruiting and uniting in a dynamic movement all organizations and individuals who are 
determined not to approve of or participate in war". 

The meetings will emphasize three aspects of the peace issues- the necessity 
for political action to prevent war and to bring about the use of pacific means for 
settling disputes; the necessity for economic changes to relieve the present inter¬ 
national tensions and rivalries; and the necessity for the individual to renounce the 
war method as a principle of religious faith and as a means of combatting the growth of 
militarism and the war spirit. Wherever possible, a Resolution expressing the attitude 
of the meeting towards a particular governmental policy or proposed legislation affect- 
ing the peace issue will be pass 3 d, 

A Registration Blank and Questionnaire to determine the general attitude of the 
people on war and peace will be distributed throughout the country by the Campaign forces. 

The youth of America will be mobilized by the Emergency Peace Campaign in several 
ways. Peace Caravans of young men or women, carefully selected, adequately trained, and 
under mature leadership, will be organized to spend several months in strategic rural 
areas discussing the problems of world peace wherever possible, especially with other 
young people. They,will also help the peace-minded people develop effective political 
action. The living expenses of those joining the Caravans, estimated at thirty dollars 
a month, wherever possible will be borne by themselves, their families, or the college 
or group from which they come. In addition, Summer Work Camps will be set up where young 
people will work during the day at some useful peace-time task in an underprivileged com¬ 
munity and in the evening will develop the philosophy, and if possible, the technique of 
non-violent leadership in the solution of conflict situations. 

The plans of the Campaign also include a vast Demonstration of Peace Workers in 
Washington, D.C., on January 1st, 2d and 3d, 1937, on the eve of the opening of Congress. 
Assemblies of previously enrolled peace workers throughout the country are scheduled for 
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Armistice Day, 3.936. Further activities will be developed as the Campaign progresses. 

Mr. Newton in announcing the Campaign said: "Because the drift toward war is 
so rapid today, there is no time to be lost. Many people must lay down their present 
tasks, important as they are, and throw themselves into this great struggle. They must 
give themselves for peace just as in 1914-1918 millions gave themselves to war. Others 
must give their capital -- not merely their income -- just as throughout the ages, people 
either freely or under compulsion have laid their capital upon the altar of Mars. 

"If the people of this country catch the vision of such sacrificial giving on a 
large scale and sustain it over a considerable period of time, we can have peace, world 
peace — if not we shall have war, world war. The sacrifice will be made. The only 
question is 'Will it be for war or for peace? 1M 

The budget of the Emergency Peace Campaign for the first year will be between 
$500,00^. and $1,000,000. Of this, $150,000, has been raised.

My dear Mr. Page: 

I am writing to thank you for your most 
interesting and valuable letter of February 26th 
written to Raymond* You will know that nothing in 
the wide world would give him more pleasure and 
greater satisfaction than meeting the speaking en¬ 
gagements in your Emergency Peace Campaign, and he 
deeply regrets his Inability to take part in this 
Campaign. 

You perhaps have had no way of knowing 
of my husband's fall of twenty-five feet from a 
tree he was pruning on our place on September 21st. 

He fractured three vertebrae resulting in paralysis 
from the hips down. He spent sixteen weeks in the 
Tampa Municipal Hospital coming home for a brief 
visit at Christmas, but returning to the hospital 
due to a raging attack of fever which developed on 
January 2nd. This fever ran for many weeks and 
the temperature rose daily to 104 and 105 degrees. 

He came home again for the second time four weeks 
ago and we were rejoicing in the fact that the fever 
was tapering off, when suddenly it flared up again 
to 102 degrees. He has been flat on his back for 
nearly six months, although occasionally he has been 
up for a short half hour in his brace in his wheeled 
chair. His spirit carries everything before it and 
even I, who thought I knew him well for we have been 
married over thirty years, am amazed at his gallant 
courage, and serenity and saintliness. 

You will be glad to hear that he can move 
his legs up fourteen inches while lying flat on his 
back and he can also move his ankles sideways. We 
are hoping six months hence he may be up. His mind 
is racing like a trip-hammer and any word from the 
world beyond the shining pines is eagerly read and 
the greatest gift a friend can send him is a letter, 
and so you will know what your letter meant to Ray¬ 
mond. If you have a minutes time do send a letter. 





We are hoping that Hitler’s act will 
not bring on a World War and that his offer of 
twenty-five years of Peace' will be helpful in time 
after France is finished with her sputtering.

Dear Kirby; 

A matter which I did not have an opportunity to clear with 
you finally before you left is the question of the employment of Charles 
Webber jointly between the F.O.R. and the Methodist Federation of Social 
Service# We ought to reach a decision on that at the council meeting 
on March 21st, so I am writing. 

Charles Webber met with Nevin and Roswell and me for lunch 
the other day and we had a thorough discussion. He is ready to consider 
the possibility of a joint arrangement, preferring that to working under 
the F.O.R. alone, as it will give him wider contacts, he believes. He 
sees some disadvantages to havirg a divided loyalty, but believes that 
that obstacle will be serious. We would need to figure on a budget of 
about $5,000 for salary and travel for the entire project, -which would 
make the F.O.R. share $2500. Charles has dropped his official oonneo- 
tion with the American League. By that I mean that he is still a member 
but is no longer an officer. I also talked with Harry Ward and he says 
that he cannot see any reason why an arrangement may not be worked out 
so far as he is concerned. He says that since the F.O.R, groups are 
autonomous, that each now has the option of cooperating with the American 
League or other bodies if they wish to do so. He says that the question 
is one of whether we both trust the judgment of Charles Webber and are 
willing to leave him free to recommend to local groups what seems indica¬ 
ted by the local situation. He says that the only question which will 
be at stake in Columbus is whether the Methodist Federation will contin¬ 
ue under official recognition or as an independent group. He is sure 
that the Federation will go on, and that it will go on as "Methodist" 
since there is no legal reason why they cannot use the name even if de¬ 
nied official status. 

Roswell raises two points- (l) That the battle which is 
likely to ensue at Columbus will call such attention to the Methodist 
Federation that anyone working for it will inherit the onus of the struggle, 
so that he will not be free to go about his duties, but will have to keep 
on fighting the fight of Columbus everywhere he goes. This is lamely 
expressed, but what he wants to avoid is that the Fellowship shall have 
its representative going around the country fighting the battles of the 
Methodist Federation, instead of doing our own work. (2) Roswell's 
second point is whether the fact of divided loyalty may not be quite serious, 
especially if it develops that the Federation is pulling one way and the 
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2 . 


-P another. I personally think that we shall have to __v 

j with Aard on this point, but believe it may be ironed out 4 
-x ^dvano e * 

I would very much like to see a way found by which Webber co * 
work with us. I have one or two practical suggestions: 

(a) That a special board be set up, consisting of represent¬ 
atives of the Fellowship and the Federation to which Charles will be re¬ 
sponsible. He cannot well be responsible to two boards without danger of 
serious conflict, but if each of these boards has representatives on a 
joint board in which policies can be hammered out, both Charles and our¬ 
selves are protected. 

(b) That both the Fellowship and the Federation work out 
projects for which Charles will be responsible. That the Fellowship work 
out one or two projects in which Charles will simply be a Fellowship 
secretary, and that the Federation also do the sam^ representing them 
alone. During the rest of his time through the year, he could represent 
both groups, especially when he is on field trips, but I believe that it 
will be good for each group to think of themselves as especially responsible 
for certain phases of this work. 

Then there is the additional recent revival of the proposal 
from Jerome Davis that the Religion and Labor Foundation and the F.O.R.

That would make 
a budgetary problem which would be difficult. Uphaus would like to get 
a job teaching, which is his chosen role, but he has been looking for 
such a job for a good while and because he is branded as red will probably 
be looking for a good while longer. .At any rate, we will have to clear 
with Ward and Webber about the relationship with the Methodist Federation 
first. 


It may be that you do not feel quite satisfied to have this 
matter decided upon without yourself having a good opportunity of threshing 
out the issues involved. If that is true, we will not go ahead until you 
have had that chanoe. If not, however, we should move along toward a de¬ 
cision as rapidly as possible, for if we do not agree upon 0harles Webber, 
we must get busy about finding somebody else. Nevin is inclined to push 
ahead but he has not yet talked with Ward. I have shown him this letter 
which he approves•

Dear Kirby: 

I was delighted to get your letter of March 23. I was not at all worried about 
how things would go on the Pacific Coast. I am glad you are out there. I , also, 
would be glad if you were here and in about a dozen other places throughout the 
Country. 

We have been making real progress. As you probably know, Fred Moore will have 
over three hundred meetings set up this spring. Harold Chance is taking a real 
hold and the Youth Section is going along real nicely. We are working up a num¬ 
ber of publicity stunts in connection with the meetings and George Lansbury's 
arrival which I am sure will do your heart good. If we can get the publicity 
we are aiming for, we can get known pretty rapidly over the Countxy. 

In reply to my letter Sarah Swift sent us a check for $400.00 for your personal 
use. What shall we do with it? Ethel Moors has pledged $250.00 this year. I 
told her that you would like to get it as soon as you could and asked her if 
she could sand half in June and the other half in September. 

I had a good talk with Estelle Sternberger yesterday. A^ my suggestion, she 
sent you a wire suggesting you get in touch with Lederer who is very much in¬ 
terested in the plebiscite; namely, granting the people of the United States 
a chance to vote before the Country could go to war. 

At the last Council meeting we decided to push three things in particular; 
the plebiscite, disarmament and neutrality. I think if you painted a little 
blue sky for Lederer and told Mm you needed a hundred thousand or two hundred 
thousand dollars, he might give you fifty cents. He might be willing to help 
you get the rest and again he might not. 

Give ny love to Mrs. Gray. Tell her we would be glad to get the five thousand 
that she has promised us and the fifty thousand which she should have promised 
us. 

Babette and I had a good time on our vacation. Of the two weeks we planned, 

»e worked six days on the Emergency Peace Campaign. The rest of the time we 
enjoyed ourselves.

New York, March 30, 1936. 


Dear Friend: 

I have just spent three days in the heart of the deepest need of the South - or 
perhaps in all North America - in Arkansas, Tennessee and Mississippi. I had gone 
to the South with my fellow worker, Sam Franklin, of Tennessee, to investigate the 
plight of the evicted share-croppers. The matter was so pressing that I had to go 
and return by airplane. The first day we saw the face of slavery, feudalism, and 
facism on the part of the planters and. landowners shown toward the poor evicted share¬ 
croppers and tenant farmers, both black and white. We found peonage, serfdom, pov¬ 
erty, disease and sometimes terror and violence. The ordinary share-cropper in 
Arkansas receives an average of $212 a year per family apart from rent, including an 
advance for "furnishing” for cornmeal, flour, lard and, for part of the year, a 
little pork, charged at the highest prices and at a high rate of interest. The 
share-croppers say that the landlord keeps the books, signs the papers, and renders 
the account often "with a crooked pencil". The tenant, who is usually illiterate, 
does not know the account and often dares not ask for it. For instance, I have Will 
Bright's account in which he was robbed, cheated and paid only $4.61 in cash for his 
entire family after a year's work. According to the best authority only one in fif¬ 
ty receives his full half of the crops without unjust or avaricious deductions. A 
local doctor who declared a child here had died of starvation was forbidden by the 
planters to practice. it makes a devastating impression to drive through the rich¬ 
est soil in the United. States and to see the poorest human beings living in tumble¬ 
down shanties, rewarded for their toil by poverty, pellagra, hookworm, malaria and 
illiteracy. Harriet Beecher Stowe, pearl Buck or Kagawa could truthfully write an 
"Uncle Tom'S Cabin" about this region today. Most of the Negroes and many of the 
poor white share-croppers in Arkansas are illiterate, and the majority of their 
children, both white and colored, are not in school. 

The average share-cropper gets at the end of the year after the crop an average 
of perhaps $50 in cash. I met only one man who had received this year more than 
this sum. Twenty-five thousand of these poorest share-croppers have formed the 
Tenant Farmers' Union which is bitterly opposed by the landowners and planters who 
are genuinely alarmed lest it liberate these men from the existing system of peon¬ 
age and semi-slavery. The result is that scores of families, white and black, have 
been evicted from their farms and homes on the sole charge that they belong to the 
Union, and v\rholesale eviction is the weapon used, to check the growth of the Union. 

I went out with several friends, including a professor of the University, to visit 
one colored colony recently evicted. We found 19 families huddled in 6 little bents 
with a scanty supply of food. They had been driven from their homes into the snow 
on the worst day of a blizzard. I met the leader, a colored man who had only that 
morning been threatened with lynching if he did not leave the State before night. 

Since his wife is pregnant and there are five children, two of whom were sick, he 
dared not stay and face violence or death. He told me that once he had seen his 
neighbor hanged before his eyes because he had asked for his account and his full 
half of the crop. He fled the day I was there. 

Within half an hour after we had arrived at the tent colony and had begun to 
investigate conditions to see if we could help, we. were arrested by Deputy Sheriffs 
Tip Sullivan and J. W. Shelby of Parkin, Crittenden County, Arkansas. We were tak¬ 
en to a large cotton store and locked in for two hours and a score of planters and 
men off the streets were brought in to tell us "the truth about these damned niggers 
who won't work." They bitterly resented our coming from other States seemingly to 
interfere with their victims. One deputy said one of the Negroes "would soon die of 
'sudden pneumonia'", (or lynching), another man said we ought to be shot, while a 
third threatened that if we interfered with these "niggers" there would be another 
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local mayor refused to let them have available Federal relief in order to starve and 
drive them back to bondage under the old system. Every man’s hand seems to be a- 
gainst them. 

On our second day in the South we faced another problem, I met the two Rust 
brothers who have invented the new COTTON PICKING MACHINE. I saw it in operation. 

It was deeply impressive for it does the work of from fifty to a hundred men. It 
may become an epoch making invention like the Cotton Gin or the Harvester, but it 
may also throw out of employment thousands of these poor people. These two brothers, 
who have been working in poverty, have seen with real dread the possible.anti-social 
results of their invention. They have no desire to make a great monopolistic for¬ 
tune for themselves and in the end throw possibly a million men out of work. They 
want to socialize this discovery and harness it to human need. After hours of con¬ 
ference, finding that we were of one mind, several of us entered into and formed 
the Rust Foundation which will utilize nine-tenths of the profit of the inventors 
of the machine to found a series of cooperative farms, cooperative stores, and 
educational projects for white and colored. If this is done it will be the first 
time in history, so far as I know, when a major mechanical invention has been 
completely socialized in a capitalistio country and harnessed to human weIfare, and 
where virtually all the profit of the inventors goes to the relief of human labor 
. which would suffer because of the machine. Already I can see our new cotton picker 
invention going down the broad acres of our cooperative farm with the people 
prosperous and happy and their children in school. 

I wired and talked on the long distance telephone to a financier from Newjork 
and with the best lawyer that I know in America. They flew by airplane at their 
own expense, together with Bishop Scarlett of St. Louis, to meet me in the South, 
giving a full day to the investigation of this project. All were deeply impressed 
with the desperate human need on the one hand and the great opportunity on the other 
for this work of human welfare. The first new demonstration machines are now being 
built to be put into the cotton fields in July and to send several to Russia, which 
is seeking to purchase some of the first machines in order that, if they are suc¬ 
cessful, they may build a plant to produce this machine in the Soviet Russia, in 
time to free their men to meet the expected invasion of the Japanese and German 
armies. The question of patents and royalties will be fully covered. 

We investigated property in three states: Arkansas, Tennessee and Mississippi 
looking for a farm which we might purchase on which to place these evicted.tenants 
and share-croppers, and to open the first cooperative farm with a cooperative store, 
social center and provision for the education of children and adults. We searched 
day and night without result. One farm was available for $50,000. But it was on 
the top of this "volcano", threatened with so much violence and terror that we could 
not hope for peace and early economic success. 

Finally, on Sunday afternoon, at the last moment the agent suddenly remembered 
a farm in Mississippi that was "the best buy in the South" - an ideal place. I can 
celled my train reservation and decided to return North later by plane. We crosse 
from Tennessee into Mississippi and dashed down there before darkness fell. We 
found 2,158 acres of the richest black cotton soil in the Mississippi Delta, 600 
acres ready for the plow, 160 acres of the best cypress timber for building houses, 
$7,500 worth of property, including nine houses, a valuable tractor, two wagons, 
twelve mules, one saddle horse, a blacksmith shop, barn, farm implements, etc. The 
absentee owner was hard up for cash. He consented to part with the land at the un¬ 
believable price of $5 an acre, although when cleared itfrn.ll be as good as the ad¬ 
joining land which is worth $70 an acre. We can have the whole place with all the 
property if we can provide $17,50# in cash within 30 days. It was amazing, like a 
gift of God let down from Heaven after all our days and nights of failure and fruit-

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"Elaine Massacre", when they killed many of them in an adjoining county* The plant¬ 
ers said that one of them had offered the evicted share-croppers good homes and that 
they would not take them. But one of this man’s om workers had just told^me of his 
bad character. He said "I raised 14 bales of cotton for him this year and got noth¬ 
ing for it - only an advance of $125 for five months. I got only $68 last year for. 
my family of eight, but not a cent of cash this year though the settlement is long 
overdue. I am robbed and get almost nothing. We have no doctor and have seen no 
meat since I can remember. I don’t go to church lookin’ like a dog with my half- 

naked women-folks barefoot. This killer’s father was shot for beating a boy nearly 
to death. Here is my ’yellow dog’ contract under which I am cheated, where I have 
to appoint this man to sign any and all government and other papers for me. 

Sam Franklin, who was with me, spoke to the Hegroes in the tent colony at their 
request, read them the Psalms for comfort, and asked them to sing their spirituals; 
but his speaking to them was so resented by the planters that someone placed sticks 
of dynamite among the tents that night. The dynamite was intended as a sinister 
warning to terrorize the Hegroes. We have it in our possession now. 

In many respects the condition of the Hegro in these parts is worse than under 
chattel slavery. The former slave owner cared for his slave and his mule and most 
of them were humane. But the modern landowner is under no such obligation to these 
poor Hegro share-croppers who continue in economic slavery without civil liberties, 
denied the vote and refused basic elemental justice which they cannot expect in the 
planters’ courts. Word has just come by wire that the chief Hegro witness In an im¬ 
pending trial has been killed, shot down in cold blood by masked men by the Ku Klux 
Klan method. About the time our verbal proclamation of emancipation Czarist Russia 
freed her serfs and gave them all land, but we never gave our freed men a foot of 
land on which to make a living. Governor Talmadge calls upon the forces of organized 
religion in the South to unite to maintain white supremacy, to keep the Hegro in his 
place and to resist the "tyranny" of any law to prevent lynching. We found this at¬ 
titude among some of the respected churches in Arkansas, where the Hegro is exclud¬ 
ed and the poor whites are not welcome. When Franklin called upon one pastor, his 
wife asked him if he had ever "seen a nigger burn?" When he said he was going to 

aid the evicted tent colony the door was almost shut In his face. Most of the 
churches, like the priest and Levite of old, are passing by on the other side of 
the road, leaving the Union share-cropper, who has been robbed and beaten, half 
dead. They are following the example of the church in Czarist Russia, as are many 
in the industrial Horth. Let no Pharisee in the North assume a "holier than thou" 
attitude toward the South. There are plenty of Pharisees, priests and Levites, 
Horth and South, but where is the Good Samaritan, without race or religious preju¬ 
dice, or regional pride, who will minister to these oppressed people here and now? 

I seem to hear a voice saying, not "I was an hungered" - but, "I am hungry now , 
thirsty, a stranger, naked, sick and In bondage at this very hour among these least, 
my brethren." 

I could write pages of the tragic suffering of these poor, oppressed people, 
giving exact cases from my friend Dr. Amberson T s report, but space does not permit. 
We found some planters who are genuinely seeking to do the right thing, but the 
system seems hopelessly wrong. Even here there are two sides to the case and, like 
slavery, with no malice aforethought, the system just grew of itself like Topsy. 
But, as again in the case of chattel slavery, it is the system that must be changed. 
Many of the planters are hard up themselves, but on the whole the A.A.A. had dis¬ 
tinctly helped the landowners. The tenants, share-croppers and day laborers, how¬ 
ever, are worse off than ever. I feel that I must do all I can immediately to 
raise funds for these poor evicted sufferers, white and black, who have no means of 
subsistence unless they are driven back under the old peonage or slavery. The tent 
colony I visited understood that they were threatened by the Governor of the State 
when he visited them in person if they would not take work upon the old terms . The 
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local mayor refused to let them have available Federal relief in order to starve and 
drive them back to bondage under the old system. Every man 1 s hand seems to be a- 
gainst them.

After hours of con¬ 
ference, finding that we were of one mind, several of us entered into and formed 
the Rust Foundation which will utilize nine-tenths of the profit of the inventors 
of the machine to found a series of cooperative farms, cooperative stores, and 
educational projects for white and colored. If this is done it will be, the first 
time in history, so far as I knowr, when a major mechanical invention has been 
completely socialized in a capitalistic country and harnessed to human welfare, and 
where virtually all the profit of the inventors goes to the relief of human labor 
which would suffer because of the machine. Already I can see our new cotton picker 
invention going down the broad acres of our cooperative farm with the people 
prosperous and happy and their children in school. 

I wired and talked on the long distance telephone to a financier from New York 
and with the best lawyer that I know in America, They flew by airplane at their 
own expense, together with Bishop Scarlett of St. Louis, to meet me in the South, 
giving a full day to the investigation of this project. All were deeply impressed 
with the desperate human need on the one hand and the great opportunity on the other 
for this work of human welfare. The first new demonstration machines are now being 
built to be put into the cotton fields in July and to send several to Russia, which 
is seeking to purchase some of the first machines in order that, if they are suc¬ 
cessful, they may build a plant to produce this machine in the Soviet Russia, in 
time to free their men to meet the expected invasion of the Japanese and German 
armies. The question of patents and royalties will be fully covered. 

We investigated property in three states: Arkansas, Tennessee and Mississippi - 
looking for a farm which we might purchase on which to place these evicted tenants 
and share-croppers, and to open the first cooperative farm with a cooperative store, 
social center and provision for the education of children and adults. We searched 
day and night without result. One farm was available for $50,000. But it was on 
the top of this "volcano 11 , threatened with so much violence and terror that we could 
not hope for peace and early economic success. 

Finally, on Sunday afternoon, at the last moment the agent suddenly remembered 
a farm in Mississippi that was "the best buy in the South" - an ideal place. I can¬ 
celled my train reservation and decided to return North later by plane. We crossed 
from Tennessee into Mississippi and dashed down there before darkness fell. We 
found 2,158 acres of the richest black cotton soil in the Mississippi Delta, 600 
acres ready for the plow, 160 acres of the best cypress timber for building houses, 
$7,500 worth of property, including nine houses, a valuable tractor, two wagons, 
twelve mules, one saddle horse, a blacksmith shop, barn, farm implements, etc. The 
absentee owner was hard up for cash. He consented to part with the land at the un¬ 
believable price of $5 an acre, although when cleared it will be as good as the ad¬ 
joining land which is worth $70 an acre. We can have the whole place with all the 
property if we can provide $17,50$ in cash within 30 days. It 'was amazing, like a 
gift of God let down from Heaven after all our days and nights of failure and fruit- 
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less search. A land expert, a lawyer and a practical farmer have surveyed the entire 
place and given their enthusiastic approval. I paid into the hands of a third party 
$1,000 in cash to hold the bargain, drawing on my own account. I have borrowed more 
to take advantage of this chance of a lifetime. Much of the land is already plowed 
and ready for a cotton crop which can be planted next week. There is ample room for 
100 additional families who can be placed on the land. They are already being mov¬ 
ed in by Sam Franklin and Howard Kester. The latter barely escaped lynching last 
month here. I saw the Baptist Church where he was seized. Some of the congregation, 
consisting of both white and colored members of the Union, were beaten and the 
windows smashed, while he was driven from the state with the threat of another, 
"Elaine Massacre". (See his book, REVOLT AMONG THE SHARE CROPPERS, for further 
facts.) 

I have taken this land on faith, believing that we can get the money, but we 
shall urgently need $17,500 within the next 30 days. I have been elected Treasurer 
of the fund. Smaller contributions will be used to purchase immediate relief for 
the evicted people. Larger sums will be put into the farm, for purchasing equip¬ 
ment, "furnishing" and food supplies for the workers, and will pay for the launching 
of the whole cooperative enterprise. Those who contribute a hundred dollars or 
more will become shareholders or charter members, but on a strictly non-dividend, 
non-profit basis, for the earnings, after paying expenses, must go to the cooperative 
workers on the farm. Money invested in this farm is not sunk or wasted. It goes in¬ 
to a revolving capital fund. It will be repaid by this cooperative farm and used to 
found others. This deeply needed cooperative movement will spread in America. 

The whole situation is full of possibilities for good or evil - on the one hand, 
peonage, serfdom, poverty, disease, robbery, eviction and violence; on the other, a 
cooperative commonwealth to garantee the rights of the Constitution and the Declara¬ 
tion of independence to the Negroes and poor whites. We have heard much of coop¬ 
eratives lately from Kagawa and in Sweden and Denmark. Is not this the first op¬ 
portunity for most of us to give expression to our convictions and put our theories 
into practice? Sam Franklin and the nucleus of an adequate staff are at this mo¬ 
ment on the field and engaged in selecting the workers and moving them onto the farm. 
They require funds immediately. 

The deepest need i know in our own country, the greatest oppression and degrada¬ 
tion of life, is just now among these suffering share-croppers. Here also is one of 
the areas where fascism will probably first seek to seize power. I have seldom in 
recent years made any appeal for funds. But I cannot forbear writing now because 
the need is so desperate. Some can afford, perhaps, only as little as ten cents in 
stamps, some a dollar, some $10 or $100, other $1,000 or even more. Please forward 
the money at the earliest possible moment to me as Treasurer of this fund, at Room 
704, 347 Madison Avenue, New York City.
